Besides the paralysis Colonel Coo­ 
lidge is now suffering m ore frequent 
recurrences of heart biock which caus­ 
ed his recent serious illness, accord­ 
ing to Dr. (’ram and the condition of 
the 80-year-old patient Is causing some 
trepidation. 
Dr. Cram visited his patient early 
today and found the Colonel resting 
comfortably. 
The paralysis has af felted Col. Coo- 
lidge’s right leg only and has not yet 
influenced other p arts of his body, 
according to Dr. Cram . The Colonel’s 
brain was clear, he said. and the pa­ 
tient, as usual, was optim istic regard­ 
ing his condition.

H m ay have got its name from the similarity be­ 
tween the padlock and a basket or pannier. 
Some will as­ 
sociate it with lock-picking footpads and soft-s\ioe prohibi­

Since the lock is both friend and enemy to man there 
is no cause to lear for its extinction or suppression by leg­ 
islation.
